FAIL TO GET RIGHT MEN. 


M. P. Kelly Tells in Court How | 
the Teamsters’ “(zar” Want- 
ed to Kill Strike- 
breakers.

Mon- 
tagnini’s expulsion followed the search of his 
residence and the seizure of a vast number 
of papers. 
A courier from the papal secretary of state, 
Cardinal Merry Del Val, bearing dispatches 
from Rome, Was turned back at the frontier 
today after his papers had been confiscated. 


Clemenceau Throws Down Gage. 

Premier Clemenceau, replying to a. ques- 
tion in the chamber of deputies tonight as 
to the reason for the expulsion of Mgr. Mon- 
tagnini, sald it was because of his complicity 
with ‘prominent clergymen of Paris against 
whom proceedings were pending, in inciting 
churchgoers to rebellion. Interference by 
foreigners on ordere from Rome in the poll- 
ties Of France, be declares, was not per- 
missible. 

The premier, amid thunders of applause, 
tersely summed up the situation, declaring 
that the government's conciliatory proposi- 
tions towards the church had been exhausted

“Tf the church wishes,’ the premier con- 
tinued, “there is still time te avoida battle. 
We offer her the law of 1881, made for all 
Frenchmen. and submitting thereto she, will 
have péace; but otherwise, by seekin 
she will find us.”

Raum Escorted to Jail. 

State’s Attorney Scholes called to a consta- 
ble who happened to be in the outeg office, 
ané Raum was taken across the street to jail. 

There was a dramatic scene in jail when 
Mrs. Raum arrived there. 

“Den,” she said, ‘I have been married to 
you twenty years and I always have been a 
stranger‘to you. If you had confided in me 
thie never would have happened.” 

“Tt believe he is insane,”” Mrs. Raum sald 
tonight. ‘‘ Six years ago he had a seriqus 
ilmess, and his physician told me then that 
he might goinsane. That must explain if.”

biographical Story in Chi-- 
cago Lodgings. 


TALE ENDS IN “SUICIDE.” 


Reality Brings Capture After 
Second Crime; Confession 
of First. 


Jogeph Shepard Kerns, 19 years old, aelf- 
deciared “failure in civilised life,"" after a 
few weeks’ attempt in Chicago at dry goods, 
journalism, and what not, has now a record of 
three bank robberies to his“ credit “—two 
of them coldty real and the third imaginary 
but crammed full of veriaimélitude, 

Kerne, who was captured last Saturday in 
the once wild west town of Great Bend, Kas.. 
after holding up a bank cashier at the point of 
@ gun and robbing the bank of $350, confessed 
yesterday to having robbed the Miéland Na- 
tional bank at Newton, Kas, on the aefter- 
noon of Nov. 13,. when he locked the clerks 
and customers, six in all, in the bank vault 
and escaped with $1,800. ’ 

Kerns, Recently in Chicago. 

Unttl a skort time ago Kerne lived in Chi- 
cago in the house of Mrs. 8. E. White, 2445 
Prairie avenue. He returned to this city 
ten days ago and remained a short time. The 
Newton. robbery occurred before this visit 
and the Great Bend robbery one week after- 
ward. 

In the room which the young. bandit oc- 
cupied in Mrs. White's house there was 
digcovered yesterday a manuscript written 
by Kerns end detailing the intimate story 
of a bank robber. 

In ite broader outlines the accqunt re- 
gpembles the facts of the Newton robbery. 
Possibly it was intended to be an account 
of this ¢xploit; more likely it stands as the 
third “‘ robbery "’—the imaginary case worked 
out to far conclusions. and carrying an ac- 
count of the workings of the robber’s mind. 


Story New and Autobiographical. 


Certainly the remarkable narrative was 
written within the last few weeks, for it 
tells at the outset the account of the boy's 
discharge from the City Prees association, on 
which he was employed for a week shortly 
before leaving Chicago. 

Although told in the third person, the story 
is clearly autobiographical. It de written on 
thirty-one sheets of large size note paper 
bearing the letter head of the Grand Pacific 
hotel, in a scrawl which would indicate that 
the writer was laboring under great nervous 
excitement. 

The climax of the story Is a $3,000 bank 
robbery committed by the “ hero ” in a h¥po- 
thetical town named Grayville, which might 
be Newton. A subsequent sharing of the 
spoils with relatives and a visit to the rob- 
ber’s.- home approach closely. to the facta of 
Kerns’ experience. While the boy’s mother 
is said to have died several years ago, hig two 
sisters, residing at 615 Liberty street, Ann 
Arbor, Mich., received money from him at 
several times when it isnow known he had no 
means of earning it. 

His sisters of course believed he was work- 
ing at honest employment. 


Takes Name of “Tom Ryan.” 


Young Kerns, sitting down to write out the 
fanciful story of his robbery which already 
had nearly a counterpart in his actual career, 
and was to have another partial reproduc- 
tion so soon—with the consequent capture— 
took the name of *‘ Tom Ryan ”’ for his hero. 
The manuscript starts right into the account 
of. his discharge from work in Chicago, as 
follows: 

“*1%m sorry, but We find it necessary to 
cut down expenses and we must lay off a 
man. Ase you were the last one hired it Is 
my’ Gisagreeable duty to pick upon you as 
the one.’ 

“Tom Ryan. for such was the name of 
the person addressed, etood stricken dumb 
with amazement. He had worked for the 
firm only three weeks and he had expect«d 
at least a month's trial. After a moment's 
silence on the part of both Tom finally came 
to his senses and said: 

“*TIs it because I have been scooped so 
much or because I didn’t do my work right?’ 
‘** No,’ replied the manager. ‘ We expect 
new reporters to get scooped and I don’t 
think wou have had a fair trial vet, but it is 
imperative that we cut expenses.’ 

‘“‘Tom drew his pay and walked out with 
a heavy heart. He had been employed by 
the City Press asgociation, and he was, there- 
fore, pitted against the reporters represcent- 
ing individual papers, for if he got news 
and sent it In all the papers would receive 
it simultaneously and the space writers on 
the papers would therefore be scooped and 
out some money at the same time. 


Goes Home Desponcdent. 


“Tie walked through the brilliant streets, 
crowded with prosperous looking people 
wending their way homeward after their 
day’s toil. Here and there were cabs and 
automobiles taking their more fortunate oc- 
cupants home. 

“He boarded a car and, arriving at his 
rooming house, he went to bed. After a 
sleepless night spent in thinking over hie 
predicament he arose and, after a light 
breakfast of coffee and rolls—scornfully 
termed ‘ coffee and’ by the reporters whom 
he had associated with—he went out in 
search of ¢mployment of any kind. He made 
the rounds of all the papers, where he.was 
politely but firmly told that none but exper!i- 
enced men were wanted. Finally he decided 
to leave the city. 

‘*He had heard that for a few dollars one 
could slip out of thé city to places thousands 
of miles distant by agreeing that he would 
work on some railroad after arriving at his 
destination. .‘ But,’ said a hanger on with 
whom he became acquainted in the shipping 
agent's office, ‘they don't half of 'em work 
when they get there. That work would kill 
any one. They jump off the train when they 
get within a few stations of the town and 
then get a better job.’

“11.—[Special.]—Bishop 
Charles C. McCabe of the Methodist Episaco- 
pal church, whoge home is in-Evanstor, IL, 
was stricken with paralysis.this morning in 
West Twenty-third street while on his way 
to Philadelphia from a trip in New England. 
An ambulance was called and the bishop 
taken to the New York hospital, where it wae 
said tonight that the attack was compara- 
tively slight; Dut, in view of the bishop’e 70 
years, no. definite prognosis could be made 
at this time, 


Patrotman John Leider saw the bishop | 


standing wuncertainiy on the sidewelk at 
Twelfth avenue and Twenty-third street. 
He was reeling and’ swaying to and fro as 
if about to fall. The policeman helped him 
into the back room of a saloon’om the corner. 


Unable to Move Right Side... 


The bishop's right side appeared to he al- 
most useless, and he had no control over his 
right leg and arm. His Speech wes thick 
and almost inconiprehensible, but he man- 
aged to make the policeman understand that 
his name was McCabe and that’he was on 
his way to Philadelphia... When the ambu- 
lanee arrived Bishop McCabe at first de- 
murred being taken - to a hospital, but 
finally submitted. At the hospital he was 
identified through letters: found. in ‘his 
pockets.

After 
the. war he acquired a national reputation , 
by his lectures on army life and his book, 
*“ The Sunny Side of Libby Prison,” in which 
institution the churchman spent four months, 
He was born at Athens, O., in 1836. 

Bishop McCabe recently took an active part 
in the fight against the insurance companies 
in New York. .He sent.a.letter warmly in- 
dorsing the present “officials of the Mutual 
Life, and expressing. the hope that the ofi- 
cilals would be reBlected.

VATICAN PANIC. 


Developments of the Day in France 
Spread Consternation in Rome— 
Expulsion of Papal Representative 
Ie Worst Blow—Italian Govern- 
ment Drawn inte.

ROME, Dee.- 11.~Contrary to his usual 
habit, the pope refigined up until a late 
hour tonight for the purpose of personally 
reading the telegrams and going over cer- 
tain doduments concerning the situation in 
France. With him at work ie Cardinal Mer- 
ry Del Val, the papal secretary of state, who 
is proving an indefatigable assistant. Both 
the pope and the cardinal are being aided 
by the substitute secretary of state, Mgr. 
Della Chiesa, and the secretary extracrdi- 
nary of evclesiastical affairs, Mgr. Gaspari. 
_ Persons thoroughly familar with, vatican 
affairs declare that no such excitement and 
apprehension have prevailed at the vatican 


as tonight since the loss of temporal, power,. 


The pope is described es calmer than any 
member of: his entourage. He is reported 
to have sald: ’ 4 
‘‘Man cannot fathom all the designs of 
Providence. Perhaps the present tribula- 
tions are intended only to quicken andem- 
phasize the ultimate and inevitable triumph 


ef the church.” 


Flood of Cipher Messages. 

According to reporte received at the vatican 
the Catholics of France are divided into two 
claages, those who identify the intereste of 
the church with their own political imteresta, 
using the church to further the anti-repub- 
Hican agitation, and those who think only of 
the’ interests of the church. The former are 
delighted at everything unconditionally papa! 
and intransigeant, and the latter are grieved 
at a situation which makes it impoesibie to 
be good patriots and good Catholics at the 
same time. 

Many cipher telegrams are being exchanged 
between the vatican and Cardinal Richard, 
the archbishop of Paris, who hase been in- 
trusted to ascertain if the expulsion of Mgr. 
Montagnini and the searching of his house 
is in violation of French law. The Italian 
foreign office has not.received any communi- 
cation from the Italian ambassador at Paris 
concerning this incident, and it does not know 
whether Mgr. Montagnim hae asked for the 
protection of the Italian government or not. 


Expulsion of Momtagnini Starties, 

The expulsion of Mgr. Montagnini, seere- 
tary of the papal nunciature at Paris, who 
has represented the vatican at the French 
capital since the recall of ths nunojo, has 
caused not only astonishment but conster- 
nation at the vatican. According to vati- 
can Officials this step is an evident proof that 
the French government wishes not only to 
etrike at the churoh as @ religious insttution 
but to represent it as an enemy of the re- 
public and allied with the republic's foe. — 

The fact that diplomatio relations between 
France and the vatican were ruptured two 
years ago adds to the difficulty of the vatican, 
M. Nicard, the last ambassador of France 
to the holy.#ee. having left Rome in 1904.

PRISON FOR ROBBING DEAD 


SENATOR'S SECRETARY FACTOR {WILHELM MEYER’18 SENTENCED 


FOR STEALING FROM CORPSE. 


Suspected German Marderer of Aunt 
Is Enabled to Escape Execution by. 


Lack of Proof and Terme of Extra- 
dition Treaty with United States— 
Insists He Found Woman Dead and 
Fearing Police : Suspicion Lived in 
House with Remains Nine Months. 


CASSEL, Prussia, Dec. 11.—Wilhelm Meyer,. 
accused of murder, has been seftenced to 
fifteen yeare in the penitentiary for “ aggra- 
vated robbery upon the corpse of Mrs. Vogel,”’ 
his aunt. . 

The state's niticne? though fully convinced 
that Meyer murdered Mrs. Vogel, admitted 
the inadequacy of his proof, and asked the 
jury to convict Meyer of robbery only. 

He expressed regret that existing extradi- 
tion tréaties permit only the infliction of pun- 
ishment for the offense for which the indi- 
vidual ig extradited. He said the treaties 
should be revised to give a wider scope for the 
punishment of crimes subsequently dis- 
covered. 


Meyer, throughout hie trial, declared him- j 


self innocent, His story was that he found 
Mre. Vogel dead upon his return to Vaidun- 
gen from a visit to Cassel. The rope around 
her neck wae tied to a bed post, he said, and 
apparently she had committed suicide. 

He explained that he feared to report the 
case to the police because suspicion might 
festen wponm himself.

Jacob Schiff Tells Tlinofs 
- Manufacturers Government. 
- Control Is Enough. 


- BYILS CAN BE REFORMED. 


Individual Stagnation Peril of 
Giving Up the Present. 
System. 


Plain, unvarnished facts about government 
and municipal ownership of public utilities— 
in themselves a strong. condemnation of the 
theories—were recited by Banker Jacob H. 
Schiff of New York at the annual banquet 
of the Illinois Manufacturers’ association held 
last evening in the Auditorium hotel. 

Mr. Schiff’s assertione were given addi- 
tional weight by the fact that they followed 
his advocacy not only of governmental con- 
trol of the big corporations but also of a 
progressive income tax, such as would pre- 
Went the growth of fortunes to unhealthy 
proportions. 

The banker also took up the currency ques- 
tion, declaring that, in hie belief, the best 
solution of the present probleme wae to give 
bankers the power of issuing notes, in other 
‘words, to “loan their credit,’ to meet the 
@emands for money at times of stringency. 
When the notes hed been circulated and 
the day of necessity had passed they might 
be recalled and destroyed. 


Too Much Paternalism Bad. 


“But we do not wart @ too paternal’ gov- 
ernment,’ said Mr. Schiff, in taking up the 
problem of public ownership. “ Nothing is 
likely to become more destructive to the west 
of the country and its institutions than the 
tendency which is making itself felt that 
the government assume functions properly 
Siaetne to the individual. 

“To seek the panacea for corporate. and 
other evils in a’ tranefer to government, for 
instance, through governmental raflroad 
@wnership or municipal operation of public 
@illities, affairs which, however large, be- 
long to and are best developed by individual 
enterprise, would not alone bring forth @ 
most dangerous and corrupting centraliza- 
tion of power, far more dangerous in ultimate 
demoralizing effect than the worst evils oor- 
poration abusé can pro@uce, but which, more- 
Over, mean the suppression of and retrogres- 
gion in individual development of .mind, en-

“POET LAUREATE.” 

Aunual Banquet of “ Native Sens” 
Hes Praise for “Jim”—MeCutch- 
eon Illustrates “Travelogues” with 
Chalk Sketches—George Ade Says 
Joe Cannon and J. Ham. Lewis Are 
Only ‘Two Really Famous Men of 
Illinois, 


James Whitcomb Riley took 100 Chicago 
Hoosiers back to “ Grigsby Station "—to 
“Old Aunt Mary's '’-—to the sceneg of their’ 
chil@hoodlast night at the second annual 
banquet of the Indfana society of Chicago at” 
the Auditorium hotel. Reciprocating, the 
speakers, with the hearty indorsement of the 
banqueters, crowned the. Hoosier bard the 
* poet laureaté of the people.” 

Mr. Riley accepted the honor in the dry, 
humorous, yet. heartfelt manner character- 
istic. When introduced by the foastmaster, 
George Ade, he arose amid loud applause, 
took. off his glasses slowly, and, smiling, said: 

“I would like to make a speech—if I could. 
My heart feels overwhelmed with the honor 
of this occasion. The committee only asked 
that I bring along some of my old fashioned 
poems.” 

Atmosphere Full of Humor, 


From the introductory speech of the toast~ 
master to the last poem recited by Mr. Riley, 
the atmosphere was as full of.humor asit was 
cigar smoke. John McCutcheon made a de- 
cided hit with a travelogue illustrated with 
stereopticon cartoons—a humorous mixture 
of Indiana in the future, from an art stand- 
point of a man who had studied Roman stat- 
vary. The Hoosiers were convulsed with 
laughter at the cartoonist’s production of the 
future George Ade—a dignified scholar with 
three children hanging about his chair and 
one rocking astride his foot. The guest’ of 
honor, Mr. Riley, was not overlooked, and on 
the canvas hie likeness appeared as "the man 
with the hoe,”’ and later wearing cap and 
gown and. the title of ‘‘ LL. D.”" None of the 
present day Hoosier men of note were omitted 
in the symposium of caricatures. 

But Two Famous in Illinois. 

“ This is the second annual dinner of the 
Indiana Society of Chicago,’’ sald Mr. Ade. 
* We meet once a year to glorify the state in 
which we were born, and to gloat over ad- 
joining states. Each year we entertain a 
few celebrities. ‘ hlinois has many notorious 
persons, but only two celebrities—Joe Can- 
non, born in Indiana, and James Hamilton 
Lewis, who was imported from the sunny 
south. , 
“Indiana has many celebrities. We have 
so many headliners we have to bunch them. 
We have enough talent up our sleeves to 
supply dinners: for the next Ofty years to 
come.*’ 

Mr. Ade eaplained how there happen to be 
so many Hoosiers in Chicago. 
“In Indiana, if a-boy of 15 has not writtena 
novel, his parents become discouraged about 
his future prospects, and send him to Chi- 
cago to become a business man. The Hoo 
siers here, however, have not sold their birth- 
right for a seat on the board of trade. They 
keep it as a most precious possession, and 
once a year they take it down and dust it off, 
polish it up, and bring it here and put it on 
exhibition at the Auditorium hotel.’’ 
Jewett Pays Riley a Tribute. 
Judge Charlies Jewett of Indiana paid an 
eloguent tribute to Mr. Riley. He com- 
‘Adefm ‘Indiana farm, and 
styled the new town of Ade as the original 
Grigsby station. 

“Mr. Ade ig a real farmer. He raises 
literature, corn, and oats, and thus wins his 
bread from his redeemed swanp lands." 

Mr. Riley recited a number of his “ old 
home folks’’ poems. The enthusiastic 
listeners called for more, until the poet fairly 
panted * enough.’ 

President BE. H.. Hughes, president of De 
Pauw university at Greencastle, spoke on 
Hoosier schools, from ‘“ the little red echool- 
house ” to the universities, and declaréd the 
state has the best public school system in 
the world.

‘Rooseveltitoday. The actual strength of the 


regular army on Oct. 16 was 3,708 officers and 


64,650 enlisted men, not counting the hos- 


pital corps, the Porto Rican regiment, and 
the Philippine scouts. This i a decrease of 
1,446 men. 

Moreover, Secretary Taft ceabpiatne that 
—, are on the incréase, and that re- 
ruiting, notwithstanding the utmost efforts 
of the army, is falling off. The percentage of 
men who ran away from military service last 
year was 7.4 per cent, against 6.8 per cent in 
the preceding year. The authorized strength 
of the army is 62,489 men. 

As a remedy Secretary Taft suggests that 
the number of officer@ absent from their 
posts on detached service be lessened. To 
the consequent interference with the dis- 
cipline and efficiency of their commands 
the secretary lays much of the desertion. 


Martinets Cause Dissatisfaction. 

Another thing which tends to make the men 
dissatisfied with army life, he thinks, is the 
frequent haling of them before court for 
minor offenges. On this point he says: 

“ T¢ ig apparent from the records that many 
men have been tried for moet trivial offenses. 

Once 
tried his record is spoiled, his pride suffers.

11,--The noeiheas 
tion of William H. Moody to Be'associate jus- 
tice of the Supreme court of the United States | 
was again taken up in the senate today, but 
because of renewed inquiries by demooratic 
senators this time relating to actions by him 
as a member of the house of representatives 
it went over until tomorrow. An understand- 
ing was reached, however, to vote on the nom- 
ination In executive session tomorrow. 

Senators Carmack and Culberson comment- 
ed on a story that Mr. Moody as a member 
of the house had been active in trying to have 
passed a Dill that would reduce the repre- 
sentation of the southern states. The latter 
said there were several matters which might 
affect the present attorney general’s fitness 
for a place on the Supreme bench that. the 
democratic senators desired to inquire about. 


No Action on Bonaparte. 

No attempt was made today to confirm the « 
nomination of Charles J. Bonaparte to be at- 
torney general, as that nomination depends 
upon the confirmation of Mr. Moody in order 
to provide the vacant attorney generaiship. 

In reference to the criticiams made yester- 
day in. the senate upon his attitude toward 
trusts, Secretary Bonaparte said: 

‘I did not attend the conference held at 
Chicago in 1890, to which reference has been 
meade in some prese dispatches, and conse- 
quently made no address there. The quota- 
tion published as excerpts from this supposed 
address are probably answers to certain 
printed questions sent to me and to a great 
many other persons by those who organized 
the conference, and to which I remember 
sending replies..“This is all I care to say on 
the subject to which, I must own, Ihave given 
but litth thought.” 


Hitch in Cortelyou Case. 

Before. the senate confirms the nomina- 
tions of George B. Cortelyou to be secretary 
of the treasury and James R. Garfield to be 
secretary of the interior, the senate commit- 
tee on finance will insist upon learning from 
President Roosevelt when Secretaries Shaw 
and Hitchcock intend to retire. The com- 
mittee declined to make favorable reports on 
these nominations until word has been re- 
ceived from the president. 

Failure to act on the nominations does not 
indicate. hostility to Messrs. Cortelyott and 
Garfield. The opinion was held by all mem- 
bers of the committee present that a dan- 
gervus precedent wauld be established if 
these nominations were confirmed without a 
definite understanding as to when the men 
are to assume office. 

Opposition developed to the confirmation 
of Alford W. Cooley of New York to be ab- 
sistant attorney general. When this nom- 
ination was called up notice was given in- 


formally that some senators desired to make 


inguiry concerning Mr. Cooley's’ qualifica- 
tions. 


SHOWS PRESIDENT AFFIDAVITS 
IN PLEA FOR NEGRO SOLDIERS. 


Representative of 145 of Discharged 
Men and New York Pastor Present 
New Evidence at White House. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 11.—Gilchrist Stew- 
art, representing the Constitutional league 
and 145 of the soldiers, and the Rev. Dr. 
Charles 8. Morris, the paétor of the Abyesin- 
ian Baptist church of New York City are in 
Washington in the interest of the negro sol- 
diers of the Twenty-fifth infantry, who were 
discharged “ without honor’ as a result of 
the affair at Brownsville, Tex. 
has a large amount of evidence regarding the 
affair which he presented to the presidént to- 
day through Secretary Loeb. The president 
is preparing his answer to the senate resolu- 
tiori calling for information regarding the 
diacharged soldiers. 

Mr. Stewart said the evidence he presented 
to the president embraced 172 affidavits show- 
ing that five minutes after Maj. Penrose or- 
dered the “ call to arms "* every man of the 
battalion answered the rol! gall and that all 
the officers and men thought the firing was 
of mixed arms and that the fort was being 
attacked by a certain element in the city, 
which had threatened to drive th® colored 
soldiers out of thecity. 

He says the affidavits show that it would 
have been impossible for any soldier to have 
gotten back into the lines without being seen 
by the white officers. The men are asking 
as the result of theee affidavits that there be 
a congressional investigation by a committee 
having power to subpcena witnesses or that 
the president take steps to restore them to 
the army without prejudice.

day*as their franchises near ap end, and 
that if they delay’ a settlement too long 
they will have no intangible properties 
left. 

If there shall be an agreemént on the 
basis of a present value of about $50,000,- 
000, that sum and the additional niijlijions 
which will have to be expended to -recon- 
struct the systems will represent the cap- 
italization on which the investors will 
be entitled to an adequate’return. What 
the rate of interest om the capital invested 
shall be has not been determined. It is 
one of the few points to be fought over. 

The rehabilifation of the streét car 
lines will be followed by a great increase 
in the gross receipts and a decrease in 
the percentage of receipts swallowed up 
by operating expenses. If the stock- 
holders of a reorganized and  recon- 
structed traction system were to be al- 
lowed to draw 7-or 8 per cent dividends 
there would be money with which to pay 
them, but street railroad stockholders 
should no longer be permitted to receive 
such high dividends. The owners of the 
traction properties ought to sce that con- 
ditions have changed and not let their 
wildest ambition soar above a modern 5 
per cent. 

The ordinance provides shat the net 
receipts, after all expenses hare been 
paid and the-stockholders have had their 
share, shall be divided, in proportions 
which are not specified, between the com- 
pany and the city. The basis of division 
should be one under which ‘the city will 
get the larger share. It is proper that 
the company should get something above 
the guaranteed dividend rute in order to 
promote economy ‘in operation. There 
should be a reward of merit, but it should 
not be too large.. To prevent it there 
should be a provision that the total re- 
turn to stockholders on their investment 
shall under no circumstances exceed a 
certain specified rate.

SPEED AND SAFETY. 

The Burlington road has warned its. en- 
gineers a practice of making up 
lost time b essively fast runing. 
Safety is of more importance than speed, 
but the Burlington roed believes that it is 
possible to secure both. The traveling 
public will applaud the decision of the 
road. ) 

Apart from the saving to the road by 
the prevention of accidente due primarily 
to high speed there will be a savitig in the 
life of the engines. Machinery is lesw apt 
to wear out if ren at a steady rate than 
if low velocity alternates with abnormally 
high velocity. An engineer who starts and 
stops his train without loss of time and 
who does everything possible to avoid de- 


lay at stations will be able to traverse the 


distance between stations at the rate con- 
templated when the time table was made 
out, and will use less coal and leave the 
engine in better shape than if he had in- 
creased speed in order to make up time 
lost at stations or by slow runging for 
part of the way. 

Punctual arrival and departure of trains 
is-a gatisfaction to travelers and usually 
avoids some discomfort. It is true also 
that on most railroads a moderate rate of 
speed is more comfortable then -a high 
rete. The mental satisfaction of feeling 
thet the engineers are expected to be con- 
servative is better than the knowledge that 
the engineers will take any risk to bring 
a train in on time. The legitimaté oeca- 
sions for delay will be found to be so few, 
when the engineers become accustomed to 
the thought that irregular running will not 
be tolerated, that arrival behind time will 
probably be less frequent than now. 

Not only is high speed itself a frequent 
eause of accidents, but there is greater 
danger at crossings and switches when a 
train does not arrive with clocklike punc- 
tuality. It may be taken for granted that 
the management of the road ‘means what 
it says and that engineers who cannot 
make schedule time without bursts of 
speed beyond what is considered safe will 
be transferred to leas important work, 
The public may have to put up with de- 
lays for a short time, but may be consoled - 
by the thought that safety is the imme- 
djate résult. It will be no long time be- 
fore the new way of running is understood 
and then punctuality as well as safety will 
be secured.

POLICE BRUTALITY AND Its ITS CAUSE. 

A little extra light on certain uncivilized 
and brutal police methods was thrown by 
Ald. Dever im his remarks to the council, 
wherein he mentioned conspicuously the 
assault om a prisoner at .a policé station. 
So revolting was the story that it is not 
surprising that the aldermen who had been 
somewhat inattentive to the preceding dis- 
eussion at once “sat up to listen.” The 
speaker deacribed the incident as an in- 
teresting study in the tranéformation of 
four decent, clean looking men into ruffians 
within a few weéks after their appoint- 
ment to the police force. 

It is not to be dented that considerable 
allowance must be made for the energy 
and combativeness of a police officer in the 
discharge of his duty on the street. In the 
arrest of criminals or lawbreakers it is 
often necessary to use force and to employ 
what may seem extreme harshness. To a

Count Paul Hatzfeldt, who was married to 
Miss Moulton of Albany, N. Y., and whose 
son is now secretary of the German embassy 
at Washington, denounces in scathing lan- 
guage in his diaries and letters, just pub- 
lished, this looting of St. Cloud which is con- 
demned with equal vigor by Prince Kraft Ho- 
henlohe, and both express in their journals 
their regret over the impression which was 
likely to be caused in France and abroad by 
this act of spoliation, and as calculated to 
give to the German army a bad name in the 
matter which it had not deserved.

The Prince Frederick Hohenlohe, by the 
bye, who, according to the cable dispatches 
from Paris, has Iinetituteddegal proceedings 
against a gang of shady financiers who have 
managed to swindle him out of a sum of

quis de Castejas, ie not the son of the late 
chancellor of the German empire, and author 
of the now famous Memoirs, as asserted, but 
the younger brother of the duke of Ujest, and

some years in this country engaged 
in “learning American business methods 
in a banking establishment in Wall 
street,..New York. Prince Hugo, who

The first act, showing the pleasure making 
of the peasants and the cal) of Jeanne to her 
gréat mission, is of marked beauty, and the 
sé@cond act, dealing with the impoverished 
court of Charleé ahd the coming of the maid, 
is skilifully built. 

The third.act, which is one of those most 
dificult of all acts te fashion—~a battie scene— 
is done exceptionally well, the suggestion of 
battle excitement being secured and the 
climax being made effective through the 
wounding of Jeanne, the struggte with her 
physical weakness and her ultimate strength- 
ening through the call to her by her spirit 
voices. 

The first-half of the fourth act deals almost 
entirely with the love of D’Alencon for 
Jeanne, the incident of her confusing of the 
plotting Catherine and Tremouille being done 
off stage, and therefore becoming but an in- 
cident. But the approach of D’Alengon and 
his impulse to kiss the si¢eping Jeanne— 
an impulse terrifyingly checked by the sud- 
den appearance of Saint Michael—forms a 
dramatic close to the scene. 

Then follows the weak coronation pageant, 
and the last act reveals Jeanne in prison 
tormented by her doubts and suffering, and 
finally consoled by D’Alencon and sustained 
by the sight of her long absent patron spirits 
and the hearing of their voices. 

The dramatic values thus are skillfully 
secured and well maintained throughout the 
play, and the poetic worth of the text calle: 
for sincerest admiration. Mr. Mackaye has 
written some beautiful lines and speeches, 
and the entfre play is in language so simple, 
so Chear, and so fluent that it seems but nat- 
ural speech rather than poetic utterance. 
And yet the thoughts are those of poetry 
and the words are oftentimes of haunting 
musical cadence and beauty.

The play is a distinct addition of value to 
the poetic drama of the English speaking 
stage, and the performance of it which Mr. 
Sothern and Miss Marlowe and their company 
give calis for little save heartiest commenda- 
tion. 

Mr. Sothern has, of course, a not stellar rdle 
in that of D'Alencon. It is a smell.part, but 
he plays it with so much of quietness and yet 
with such sincerity and finish that the por- 
trayal becomes clear cut and complete. Es- 
pecially admirable’ is his handling of the 
scene of the love avowal over the sleeping 
Jeanne, and that of the comforting of her in 
the prison. 

Mise Marlowe carries the burden. of the 
entire performance.
